Two Toughs Board a Chesapeake and 
Ohio Train, ssi 


‘AND DEMAND THAT ALL HANDS 60 OP 


A Passenger Makes Resistance and 
Is Killed, 


AND OTHER PASSENGERS ARE SEARCHED 


The Robbers,in Dscaping, Shoot at a Far- 
mer, Breaking His Arm-—Other 
Criminal News. 


Huntington, W. Va., December 13.—An 
attempt was made here last night to rob 
the eastbound Chesapeake: and Ohio pas- 
senger train. Two men boarded the train at 
midnight. One was nearly six feet tail, 
with long flowing hair, wore a. broad son- 
brero and had the appearance of a cowboy. 


The other was a red-headed boy about eight- | 


een years old and coarsely and commonly 
dressed. Both wore belts heavily burdened 
with weapons. Just after the train left the 
depot they put on masks, drew large Colt’s 
revolvers and entered the coach immedi- 
ately ahead of the sleeper. They ordered 


all hands up and proceeded to search all the } 


passengers. 
Killed a Passevger. 

One of the first was a Mr. Eiser, or 
Tuek, as other reports say, walking in the 
aisle. He said he had no money and resisted. 
Instantly the tall man fired two shots into 
his brain and he fell dying. A panic ensued 
during which trainmen reached the scene 
and a general fight ensued. The cowboy 
pulled the bell cord and the train stopped 
at Twentieth street, where he and his com- 
panion escaped. 

A passenger named Filannegan received ua 
bullet in the foot during the fight. There 
is no clue except a mask and overcoat 
dropped by the robbers. 

A Shot ia the Dark. 

Shortly afterwards Bulwer Forgey, who 
lived near the scene, heard noises on his 
premises and going to the door was assailed 
with revolver shots, one bullet striking him 
in the right shoulder, breaking his arm. No 
attempt was made to rob him and it is sup-

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Don’t Make a Mistake.! 

We present elsewhere, on this page, a 
most important communication from Hon. 
William H. Fleming, in which he ques- 
tions the constitutionality of the provis- 
ion of the Confederate Home bill which 
conditions the acceptance of the home on 
a popular vote. 

Mr. Fleming, who is an able constitu- 
tional lawyer, submits several authorities 
sustaining his position, the most direct 
of which is that from the American and 
English Cyclopedia of Law, one of the 
best known authorities to the legal fra- 


ternity, which says: 

A legislature has no constitutional power 
in enacting a general law applicable to all 
the people of a state, to condition its taking 
effect upon the casting of a popular vote in 


its favor. 
" his authority is sustained by Judge 


Cooley, one of the ablest of American 
constitutional lawyers, and by twenty-five 
other decisions, while, as Mr. Fleming 
states, there is not a decision on record 
which would justify the legislature in 
shirking the responsibilty which belongs 
to itself and not to the people. 

The suggestion that the senate recon- 
sider its vote of yesterday, in which it 
passed the bill accepting the home, but 
conditioned its acceptance on the vote 
of the people to be cast at an election 
to be held in July next, should meet with 
prompt consideration this morning. The 
senate’s reconsideration would enable the 
house also to correct the same error made 
when it adopted the provision submitting 
the acceptance of the home to the people.

Justice Demands Action. 

The legislature will probably adjourn 
Saturday night. Before it does go, it 
should act on the report of the commit- 
tee which has had under consideration 
the charges that have been made against 
Judge Gober, of the Blue Ridge circuit, 
It is said that the committee is about 
ready to report and that it will submit 
its conclusions, after having made a full 
investigation of the matter, today or to- 
morrow. 

Judge Gober’s term of office expires 
with this month and it would be a serious 
mistake to postpone the settlement of 
the charges made against him, question- 
ing his conduct as a judge during his 
present term, until after the expiration of 
the term of office during which such 
charges were made. 

Judge Gober is either guilty or inno- 
cent. If the report of the committee is 
to the former effect, the state demands 
the settlement of the question before the 
hew term begins. If the verdict vindi- 
cates Judge Gober, he is certainly entitled 
to have his record cleared without delay. 

By all means, let the committee make 
its report in time to give the general 
assembly opportunity to act on it before 
it adjourns. The question is one of too 
much importance to be left dangling in 
the air for seven months, and, above all, 
justice and right demand that the verdict 
be made up before the legislature quits 
business for the winter. 


A Thirsty Sword. 

The sword of Germany grows restless 
and longs to leap from its scabbard. It 
thirsts for blood and must have it. 

According to the German minister, a 
great European war is inevitable, and 
the army must be placed on a war foot- 
ing without delay. 

~The wish is father to the thought. No 
country menaces Germany. Even her 
hereditary enemy, France, is too much 
engaged with her own affairs at present 
to think of fighting. Why, then, should 
the Emperor William turn loose the dogs 
of war? The answer comes from the 
inside of his empire. The farmers are 
discontented and impoverished, and their 
ruler sees that something must be done. 
With the natural instinct of militarism, 
he thinks that a foreign war would be 
a diversion, and would pacify the dissat- 
isfied at home. The lives that would be 
sacrificed he does not take into consider- 
ation, nor does he think of the sorrow 
that would be carried to thousands of 
firesides. 

At the Paris exposition Victor Hugo 
delivered an eloquent plea for peace. He 
said that if it was murder to kill one 
man, the crime was not lessened by kill- 
ing thousands. If it was theft to take 
one man’s property, it was worse to rob 
& nation. He asked if mothers were to 
continue to bear children to perish by the 
Sword. Pointing to the exposition he 
pronounced it the proper battlefield of 
nations, and urged the rulers of Europe 


to encourage such spirited rivalry and 


competition in the arts of peace, rather 
than the savage methods by which the 
_Hugo’s address would make good read- 


masses, and the outlook at home and 
abroad will become peaceful, and it will 
be safe to turn the sword into a plow- 
share. 


An Extreme Measure, 

The bill now pending in the house to 
absolutely prohibit the sale of cigarettes 
in Georgia will strike thoughtful citizens 
as altogether too extreme and sweeping. 
An amendment to the bill includes cig- 
arette material in the inhibition, and a 
substitute is still stronger in {its terms. 

We fail to see the necessity for such 
radical legislation. We already have on 
our statute books a law forbidding the 
sale of cigarettes to minors. Is not this 
going about as far as we can safely go? 
The proposed law would simply make us 
ridiculous in the eyes of the outside world, 
and it would puzzle our lawmakers to 
know just where to draw the line. 

We should proceed very cautiously with 
legislation restricting the personal liberty 
of the grown-up citizen so long as he does 
not interfere with the peace of society. 
The state cannot stand over every man as 
a guardian. The average citizen must 
be left free to act in some things and if 
his course shortens his life he must take 
the consequences. 

It is all right for the state to inhibit 
the sale of adulterated goods of any kind, 
but beyond this it should be careful how 
far it goes. 

It seems to us that the passage of such 
a law would simply cause Georgia to be 
laughed at as an extreme, cranky, blue- 
law state. It would do us a great deal 
of harm and no good that we can See. 
We had better remain on solid ground 
and not wander off after visionary re- 
forms. 

Enforce the law against selling cig- 
arettes to minors, and don’t consider the 
violation of important principles, until 
tlie Iaws now on the statute books are 
enforced.

An Experiment in Taxation. 

How to equalize taxes and lighten the 
burden of the average citizen is one of 
the great problems of the day. 

The Cincinnati Commercial Gazette 
thinks that the New York legislature has 
set a good example by providing for an 
inheritance tax. In the five years of its 
operation it has paid into the treasury 
about $7,000,000. The law now applies 
to both direct and collateral inheritances, 
the tax on the first being 1 per cent 
and on the other 5 per cent. During 
the year ending September the ameunt 
collected was $2,000,000, and the tax on 
Jay Gould’s estate will be about $1,000,- 
000. 
The argument in favor of this tax is 
that it reaches and equalizes property 
which now only slightly feels the burden 
—personal property, which is rarely re- 
turned to any great extent for taxation. 
As the law exempts $10,000 of each in- 
heritance, only the large estates would 
feel it and the heirs can well afford it. 

The demand for more equal taxes will 
doubtless result in the adoption of the 
New York plan in many states unless we 
solve the problem by resorting to a fed- 
eral income tax. The drift of public opin- 
ion favors the latter, and the fact that 
such a tax has worked satisfactorily in 
England for the past fifty years should 
be an answer to most of the objections 
that have been suggested. 


The Reform Club Incident, 

The outrageous insult offered to the 
democratic house and to the democratic 
speaker by the Reform Club of New York 
city will serve a very good purpose in- 
deed, if it shall have the effect of calling 
the attention of democrats to the real 
character and intentions of the club.

Dr. John Nelms, who is an applicant for 
reappointment as United States marshal of 
the northern district of Georgfa, takes great 
pride in a letter he holda from the records 
in Washington attesting the faithfu: discharge 
of his duties. 

“And the letter don’t tell half the tale,”’ 
says the doctor. “My home in Cobb county 
was burned to the ground because I did my 
duty.’’ 

Than the doctor there was never a more 
fearless official, and he has just cause to be 
prond of his record. 

Lhe letter referred to was written at 
about the close of the term under the Cleve- 
land “administration and is as follows: 

(Copy A. D. lt.) 

September 6, 1887.—To. the 
General: I have examined the office of J. 
W. Nelms, United States marshal of the 
northern district of Georgia, us directed by 
the department letter. 

The number and kind of books used by him 
in the conduct of his office and the mode of 
keeping them was made the subject of a 
separate report by me, dated , to which 
attention is respectfully called in connection 
herewith. 

The marshal has complied with instructions 
to marshals as laid down in the register of 
the department of justice of the peace in the 
Upon ab 
examination of his cash book and bank ac- 
count I find that he has complied with the 
law in depositing and checking upon public 
funds: intrusted to him for the use of his 
office and has accounted for all of it. His 
books are balanced each week and a weekly 
statement forwarded to the department of 
pease, the substance of which is retained 
n his office as directed. His earnings from 
whatever source are fully and properly ac- 
counted for in his emolument returns for. 
warded, In fact his office is conducted 
strictly on business principles, honestly and 
with a view to the best interest of the 
government. I could learn of no officious in- 
termeddling on the past of his,deputies, nor 
of the working up of business by them. They 
are instruct by the marshal to ‘avoid this 
and to do their duty by executing legal pro 
cess placed in their hands, leaving the mat- 
ter of information to others. * * * 

The execution of process for the violation of 
Internal revenue law in this district is at- 
tended with great hardship and danger. Since 
the incumbency of the present marshal two 
of his deputies and six gnards have been 
killed in and for the discharge of their duty; 
many others have been, shot at without effect 
and sundry guides and informers have been 
tied up and whipped, had their property 
destroyed and been compelled, under threats 
of death and destruction, to leave the country. 
This treatment of the officers of the law of 
course greatly hinders and retards the execu- 
tion of process and endangers the lives of 
officers who are faithful and brave enough to 
execute it. 

There are sundry judgments in favor of 
the government upon which executions have 
been issued and placed in the-hands_of the 
marshal for collection, which have not been 
executed nor have any steps been taken to 
collect the sums—some of which I learned 
coyld be collected. I called on the marshal 
for an explanation of this matter and any in- 
formation or suggestions which he might make 
on the subjects above’ referred to. He 
answered in a written communication, which 
I hereto affix, marked ‘Exhibit A."’ and re- 

ectfully call your attention to the same far 
fuller information. on these subjects. In this 
communication the marshal gives as a reason 
why he does not proceed to collect these 
judgments, that the rates charged for the 
necessary advertising is higher in his 
district than is allowed under the United 
States statutes and that his accounts for 
printing heretofore incurred, although certi-. 
not to exceed the commercial rates 
ed to private individuals for the same

THE SOLDIERS’ HOME, 


The Legislature Has No Authority to Dele- 
gatelts Power—What Will the Senate Do? 


Editor Constitution—I ask space in your 
columns to submit to the public, and especial- 
ly the senate, some facts and opinions touch- 
ing the Soldicrs’ home Dill. 

As you know, an amendment was engrafted 
on the bill in the house making the accept- 
ance or rejection of the home dependent upon 
the popular vote for or against it at the Jan- 
uary election. 

That amendment was proposed, not by the 
friends, but by the enemies of the bill. If 
it’ had never been offered at all I am quite 
sure we wouldhave passed the bill bya ma- 
jority of from five to ten votes. But after 
it was offered, if we (that is, the friends of 
the measure) had kept up our fight in the 
then temper of the house against allowing 
the people to vote on it, it is more than proba- 
ble that a sufficient number of wavering votes 
might.on the spur of the occasion have been 
won over to our opponents to prevent us from 
securing the necessary majority of eighty- 
eight. 

In that dilemma we made no attack, as 
we could have done, on the expediency and 
legality of that amendment, but allowed it 
to stand and sent the bill to the. senate, 
where we hoped the conditions for impartial 
and dispassionate consideration would be more 
favorable. 

The senate, however, has passed the Dill 
as it went from the house, except that it 
changed the time of the popular election from 
January to July. 

The senate still has the power to recon- 
sider its action on passing the bill, That 
power must be exercised tomorrow morning 
after the reading of the journal or not at all. 

So much for the history of the matter. For 
one, I wish to say that while I believe the peo- 
ple would give a majority for the home, I 
did not vote for the amendment submitting 
the question to a popular vote, and I never 
will vote for it. Along with other members 
of the house, I acquiesced under the compul- 
sion of circumstances, and so stated openly. 

I was opposed to such a course because it 
was a surrender of authority on the part of 
the legislature; because it was a shifting of 
our responsibility; because from the very na- 
ture of the case we were in a better condi- 
tion to judge of the wisdom of the measure 
than the péople could possibly be at the polls; 
because our political conditions were peculiar 
and would be made most anomalous by per- 
mitting a question of such a nature to be 
scrambled over at the ballot box, and last 
but not least, because our proud old state, in 
the more than century of her existence, could 
furnish ot precedent for such an evyasine 
course on the part of : 
to legislate for her. ene met, ie had chosen 

But laying aside all questions of ex 
there is a still more serious Shbeaiank oe oe 
amendment. It is unconstitutional. All the 
authorities say so. I can find not one deci- 
— to the contrary on a case parallel to 

s. 

As a lawyer, I readily admit that the legisla- 
ture may charter a private company and 
leave it optional with the incorporators to 
accept the charter or not; that the same be 
done with a municipality by allowing the 
voters to accept or reject; and also that what 
we term local option laws to permit or pre- 
vent the sale of spirituous liquors, ete., are 
constitutional. But in all such cases special 
persons or localities are specially concerned. 
What I deny is, that a legislature can pass 
a bill of general operation over the entire 
state and make its taking effect dependent 
upon a popular vote of fe whole state for or 
against it. 

On this point I shall quote authority: “One 
of the settled maxims in constitutional law 
is, that the power conferred upon the legisla- 
ture to make laws cannot be delegated by 
that department to any other body or au- 
thority.” Cooley, page 137. “If the decision 
of these questions is to depend upon the 
weight of judicial authority up to the present 
time; it must be held that theré is no power 
to refer the adoption or rejection of a general 
law to the people of the state any more than 
there is to refer it to any other authority. 
* * * It ts therefore held that the legisla- 
ture have no power to submit a proposed law 
to the people, nor have the people the power 
to bind each other by acting pon it.” 
Cooley, page 141. (* 

“On this question of expediency the legisla- 
ture must exercise its own judgment defi- 
nitely and finally * * * If it was un 
wise or inexpedient before the vote was taken 
it was equally so afterwards. The legisla- 
ture has no power to make a statute de 
pendent on such a contingency.’ See 8, 
New York, p. 483 and tenj other decisions 
there cited. 

‘It Is an established principle of constitu- 
tional law that the hod conferred upon the 
legislature to enact laws cannot be delegated 
by that department to any other body or 
authority:”” See American and English Cyelo- 
pedia of Law, ® 608, and twenty-five dect- 
sions there cited. 

“But the legislature has no constitutional 
power in enacting a general law applicable 
to all the ple of the state to condition 
its taking effect upon the casting of a ular 
vote in its favor.”” See C aw, 


‘yclopedia of 
p. 700 and fifteen decisions there cited. 

In view of these facts, Mr. Editor, is it 
expecting or asking too much to beg the 
senate to reconsider its vote and let the 
truth and the law prevail? 

Such a course would evince not the weak- 
ness of vacillation, but the courage to 
right, and perhaps save the bill from a veto.

But It Is with the Provision That the Peo- 
ple Favor It at gan Election. 


The Soldiers’ Home bill passed the sen- 
ate yesterday with the condition that an elec- 
tion to ratify the bill be held in July. As 
the bill came from the house it provided for 
an election in January when the county of- 
ficers are chosen. That plan did not suit 
the senatorial mind. There were serious ob- 
jections to submitting the fate of the home 
at an election, when the black 
vote may be considerable, i 
being assumed that - the republi- 
can and third party vote would be against 
the acceptance of the institution. 

It was argued be- 
fore the senate coin- 
mittee that the tax 
paying vote is in fa- 
vor of the home 
while the non-tax- 
paying element is 
largely against it. 

The bill came out 
of the committce to 
the senate witha % 
favorable recommen- YH 
dation, and the 4s 
amendment thatthe "} 
election be held in 
April. This was 
amended on the flor SENATOR 
by changing the date to the first Wedunes- 
day in July. 

Senator Pinson, who is an earnest friend 
of the home was opposed to submitting the 
proposition to the people.

NEW YORK, December 13—Spot sales in Liverpool 
today were 6,000 bales. Futures opened at an advance 
of 6-64d, but lost the improvement in part and closed 
3@4-644 higher than yesterday. Our cables say that 
the recession is due to the fear of bigger receipts next 
week and the small purchases of spot cotton by the 
spinners. The slight advance in Liverpool, in view of 
the strength shown by our market yesterday, was a 
distinct disappointment to the trade here, and an open- 
ing decline of 10 points brought out considerable long 
cotton. After the opening the market rallied slightly, 
but again sold off until an extreme loss of 12 points 
from last night’s figures had been established by 11 
o’clock.

All day long yesterday passengers trains 
on the Central: pulled out of the otto depot 
as on days previous, and came in‘fittle ag 
none delayed... Vut on Mitchell street freight 
trains came in nearly every hour in the 
day; on their usual schedules.» Heavy 
freight trains were made-up. ard niarked 
out with the accustomed regularity. The 
only difference caused by the strike was that 
outgoing freight trains did not wait for per- 
ishable freight as heretofore. They had to 
get out on schedule timé, and not even per- 
ishable freights were suflicient cause for 


delay. 

Vive telegraph keys in the Mitchell street 
ditice were closed and. the sounders were 
silent. The two operators that manipulated 
them up to Z o'clock Monday walked about 
the yards watching things. ‘They had little 
to say, except that they believed that they 
would wiu, because they thought that they 
had the right side of the controversy. 

Freight Agent Haskell said he knew lit- 
tle of the strike except its effect on the 
road's traftic, which was not appreciable 
as yet. He said he knew absolutely nothing 
of the status of the strike, or of the liket- 
hood of settlement. Early yes- 
terday morning he secured two 
operatos, and taking two clerks 
out of nis otuce he started out on the Ime 
to supply importaut vacancies caused~ by 
the strike. One operator he placed at Kast 
Point, one at hapeville and another at 
Jonesboro. Lhe twe men. taken from his 
othce were placed at Kast Point and Jones- 
boro, at Which places ap agent is necessary 
to handle treights. During the day two oper- 
ators were put to work at Grittin offices. 
Three were working in the office at Macon. 
Other places on the road _ will be 
tilled today. Agent. . Haskell says 
that operators are at work at all jumetious 
on the road. 

Yardmaster Broyles, of the Central, says 
that every train went out on time yester- 
day, and for verification of his statement 
he referred to the register, which showed 

train delayed for five minutes. He says 

e strike has not even occasioned tempora- 
> inconvenience. The Central, he says, 
has only been running by train orders re- 
cently, and can easily dispense with them 
altogether. When the Central ran _ by 
schedule alone no road was more prompt or 
eficient in making its schedules; it was 
never behind time. Now. the trains are 
running on old schedules. 

In regard to the statement “that the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
would refuse.to haul anything except the 
mails if the strike was not speedily set- 
tled, a member of the order said yesterday 
that they could not do so, even if they were 
s0 inclined. They could, however. refuse 
to accept running orders from inexperienced 
operators. 

The two striking operators in Atlanta, 
Messrs. Landsers and Due, are quiet, gen- 
tlemanly fellows, and are waiting quietly 
for a solution of the trouble. T hey are 
not at all noisy. 

There was no operator for the Central 
at the Mitchell street office after noon ves- 
terday. A luckless knight of the key con- 
sented in an evil moment to take the place. 
He filled it for a few short hours, during 
which time be conclu#ed that life was not 
worth living. From all over the line opera- 
tors called: him: np*and called ‘him ugly 
names. Six operators wired him that they 
were coming to Atlanta with cuns and ninke 

m leave. It was all for fun, but after 
it had: gone on for a half day ‘he was ina 
sad state. He disappeared from the office 
during the morning, and no one knows 
where he went. He deserted his key. This 
they know. “We didn’t even get the fel- 
low’ 8 name on the payroll,”’ said Bill Love. 

The poor fellow Sught to have been paid, 
for he was worried to death w hile he was 
with us: If we knew his name we might 
do something for him.”

QUIET N. MACON, 


Though the.Indications Are That the Road 
Is Having Some Trouble. 

Macon, Ga., December 13:!—(Special.)— 
There are no new developments at this 
point in the telegraphers’ strike on the Cen- 
tral road. None of the strikers. could be 
seen around the union depot at noon today, 
and the affairs of the road seem to be mov- 
ing on in the usual systematic order. 

Mr. W. I’. Epperson, the trainmaster 
of the main stem, was seen and stated that 
at Y o'clock this morning the company 
gained exclusive control of wires between 
Macon and Savannah, and now orders are 
being sent and received as usual. That 
_ there are only seven vacancies to fill be- 
tween these points, and that nineteen offices 
are in regular working order. A large per- 
centage of the operators who are bow at 
work are: members of the oganization ‘but 
have renounced their allegiance to the order 
declaring that they could not afford to give 
up their jobs ard go out on a strike. The 
majority of the strikers are young men 
between eighteen and twenty yeas of age 
and are receiving a salary of not more than 
$40 and $50 per month and it is simply a 
question of more salary with them. 

A full corps of train dispatchers are now 
it work, all having refused to — strike 
except one in Savannah. lt is er- 
roneously reported that the operator 
ut Wadley refused to take train orders, 
but on the contrary one of the dispatchers 
in Savannah refused or neglected to send 
them and for this cause the dispatcher was 
dismissed. 

Between Macon and Atlanta there are 
three dispatchers, but someone on the line 
between here and Griflin persists in leaving 
his key open and they are now investigating 
the matter. 

“I wish you would say in The Constitu- 
tion,” said Mr. Epperson, “that the con- 
duct of the strikers yesterday, except at 

Macon, was simply outrageous. Instead 
of leaving their desks in an orderly and gen- 

tlepanly manner when the strike wus an- 
numnecd they remained in and around the
